women to be careful to keep out
broken glass, crockery and other sub-
stances which would ruin it for feed-
ing to hogs or for refluction purposes,

Where reductlon plants are In op-
eration the grease extraeted may be
used for soap or in making explosives.
The material obtained from a ton ox
garbage wounld be sufficient for four-
teen of the famous French 75 shell. or
100 twelve-ounce cakes of sonp To-
peka could have furnished the grease
for 2,716 shells last year,

meyer to utilize the garbage in feeding
hogs and the grease hns gone Into
hogs and then as pork to the soldiers
in France. Two curloads of hogs left
Topeka this week on their first jump
tr France, So be careful to keep the
rarbage eclean and free from material
which will spoll it for it's all golng to
produce pork chops.
